Brainard said that he was the Ameri- 
can secretary of the Anglo-American 
Co. and that Mr. McDonald was the 
managing director in London. He. was 
asked concerning loans made by the 
Anglo-American Co. of. $2,175,000 in 1905 
and $1,427,900 in 1996 to Mr. MeDonald. 
Mr. Brainard said that the loans had 
been ordered from London and tiiat was 
all he knew about them. 

“Is it not a fact that this movey was 
furnished to Mr. McDonald that he 
might hold either the Manhattan Oil 
Co. of Ohio or the Security Oil Co. of 
Texas?’’

Crowds Held Back by Ropes 
as Hydraulic Streams 
Flush Pipe, | 





For hourg Monday two streams of 
water under 200-pound hydraulic pres- 
sure were forced against the bank of 
the river at the foot of Cherokee street, 
in an effort to uncover the broken end 
of the sewer pipe in which is lodged the 
body of 17-year-old Adolph Lohmuellér 
Jr.,.in the presence of a crowd which 
grew to 2000 in the afternoon. 

Capt. Garrison, commanding the har- 
bor boat Mark Twain, from whose deck 








the water was directed at the bank, said 
he believed that this would result in 
fiinding the boy’s body, but that no esti- 
mate could be made of the time it would 
require. After 210 cubic yards of earth 
had been torn away by the water, the 
end of the sewer was still not uncoy- 
ered. 

Capt. Hanna of the Wyoming Street 
Police, District was present with six 
policemen and two special >fficers in’ 
Plain clothes to keep the crowd in 
order. It was estimated that 1200 per- 
sons were at the river. Some were wom- 
en and children. 

It is believed now that the body is 
lodged in a bend in the pipe 10 yards 
back from the river. 

Ropes were stretched today to keep 
back scores of men and boys who 
pressed about the third trench being 
dug for the body. Three policemen 
were assigned to keep the crowd in 
order. 

The boy’s body had been 48 hours in 
the pipe when work was well under 
way Monday. During 36 hours of that 
time workmen had been digging almost 
incessantly. 

The first trench, 14 feet long and 2 
feet wide, Was dug parallel with the 
river about feet back to strike the 
broken end of the sewer pipe. After the 
pipe Was openec water drove the work- 
men out. 

A second trench of the same dimen- 
sions was dug four feet further in, with 
the sane results, except that the water 
a the men out befor. they struck 
the pipe. Work on the third trench, 10 
feet back from the second, was begun at 
6 p. m. Sunday, continued until mid- 
night and then abandoned until day- 
light. 

Work on the first trench began at 4 
pb. m. Saturday and was continued all 
night except for two hours just before 
dawn. 

William F. McNamara of 36% Hebert 
Street, a foreman, who emploved Loh- 
muellea to descend into the inanhole 
to help make measurements, was not 
at the scene. The work is being done 
by the Meyer Construction Co., which 
employ<d McNamara.

"and the third that since the beginning | 
of the strike of telegraphers the com- ! 
panies have received money for the 
transmission of telegrams, which they 
have sent by mail. 

Secretary of State Swanger recently 
reported the telegraph companies to the 
Attorney-General, with the statement 
that they were not licensed in Missouri,

The report jin Thursday’ Post-Dispatch of the 
condemnation by the St. Louis Health Department 
of a large quantity of decomposed meat which had 
passed the United States Government inspectors and 
actualy bore their stamp, suggests a question as to 
whether any actual good is accomplished by the 
Federal law requiring Government inspection of live- 
stock and dressed meats. This law has been in effect 
now for some time. It antedates the so-called pure 
food law several years. It was alleged by its ad- 
vocates in Congress that it would protect consumers 
against diseased and filthy meat. It is significant 
that the packing-house combine did not actively op- 
pose the measure, and that it is now making capital 
out of the law by advertising its hams and bacons as 
practically guaranteed by United States Government 
inspection. Who is guilty—the packer or the inspec- 
tors, or both: The people ought to know.

“She speaks Engiish well, aud has 
heen a Bible student for years, taking 
religious magazines and papers hoth in 
English and Chinese and studying hard. 

Thinks Her Ill. 

“My belief is that owing to her ill- 
ness and possibly the excited state 
of her mind ‘due to study ‘she has 
gone to some of her American 
friends and has taken ill. That is 
the only way I can account for her 
disappearance ”’ 

“Have you any enemies among the 
Chinese who might seek revenge on 
you by taking her away?” Yee was 
asked, 


“Not that I know,” was the reply. 
“TI don't think it is anything of that 
sort. I don’t think anything seri- 
ous has happened to her.” 

Yee has been in this country 30 
years and was educated in the En- 


glish language in San Francisco in 
a mission school, where he was con- 
verted to Christianity.
